President Roosovnlt. and hla advis- 


ers spent nearly two hours In a dis- 
cussion of the "yellow peril."

they wero deeply concerned by dis- 
closures which Secretary of State Hay 
made concerning Ch!:;n's attitude on 
tho subject of a new treaty was ad- 
mitted after the cabinet meeting had 
adjourned. 


Refuses to Renew Treaty. 


China has dunounced the exit-tins 


treaty, which was ratified ten years 
ago. and as she linn Indicated a firm 
purpose not to renew It this govern- 
ment will have to depend on the oper- 
ations of tho treaty of 1880 In Its fu- 
turo regulation of Chlrmae Immigra- 
tion. 
The exclusion law that 
was 


passed by the fifty-seventh congress, 
according to tho unequivocal asser- 
tion of Senator Patterson, affords no 
relief because Its several provisions 
nro' dependent 
on 
the 
following 


clause: "Sg far as the samo are not 
Inconsistent with treat-; obligations." 


President* UooscTult reT-oKnlzos the 


extreme peril to himself In the situ- 
ation disclosed by Senator Patterson 
and partly admitted by his 'cablnot 
advisors, and Is Insistent that some- 
thing Im dono to avert It. 
He has 


commanded Secretary Hay to open 
negotiations with China for nn exten- 
sion of tho existing treaty, and fall- 
Ing In that for a new treaty. Secre- 
tary Hay. Is willing enough to begin 
tho negotiations, but he hns llttla 
hope that ho will bo successful. 


Tho cabinet discussed the probabil- 


ity of tho government enforcing the 
drastic provisions of tho Geary exclu- 
sion law, and It was given out at tho 
White House tentatively that 
this 


might be done. The lawyers of con- 
gress who are familiar with the sub- 
ject, however, do not believe the law 
can bo resurrected, and that the only 
way exclusion can be provided for la 
by tho enactment of a new statute. 


May Call Special Session. 


President Roosevelt's concern may' 


lead him to send a special message to 
congress on the subject for the pur- 
pose of prolonging the session BO that 
a Chinese exclusion 
law may bo 


passed. It Is also intimated that ho 
may permit congress to adjourn and 
then call a npcclal session during tho 
summer to deal with the subject. Tho 
president is convinced that he would 
bo justified in following either course 
because he appreciates thnt If tho 
consequences predicted 
by Senator 


Patterson become apparent to the peo- 
ple tho effect on his own vote ncx* 
>ovciuoer will be disastrous.

has Just settled a curious claim for 
the benefit of the heirs of John A. 
Dolan. late corporal of company 
C, 


Thirty-seventh United States Volun- 
teer Infantry. 
Ilolan was a Chicago 


boy. 
With his company he was or- 


dered to the Philippines nnd was 
captured by Filipinos on .Ian. 29. 1900. 
It was supposed that ho had been 
killed on that day and the father of 
Dolan was paid tho uniount duo 
nt 


that time. Subsequently It developed 
thnt Dolan was held In cipllvlty until 
his denli, which occurred on Oct. 20, 
1901). 
,*is family made a claim for 


pay nnd allowance*! -from Jan. 29 to 
Oct. 20, but this claim was disallowed, 
because the controller of the treasury 
had closed thn account np to Jan. 29 
and refused to reopen the case. Rep- 
resentative Hontell Introduced a bill 
for tho relief of the heirs. 
It pro- 


vides for the payment of $209. This 
measure passed tho house 
recently 


and was adopted by the senate. Tho 
action of the controller of the' treas- 
ury In declining to reopen the case 
after ho ofllclally had held that Dolan 
died on Jan. 29. whereas lie did not 
die until several months later. Is tho 
cause of some unfavorable Criticism.

Mr. Bowers mado a compari- 
son of the criminal statistics of Mas- 
sachusetts and Mississippi, nnd safd 
those showed that the negro In the 
latter state was six times better than 
those In the former.

ment, ami he was greeted with Demo-

PROF.WRIGHTS LAST LECTURE 


Before the Art League Dealt with the 


Influence of Pagan Myth After 


the Dark Ages. 


In liia final lecture delivered be- 


fore the Jiiiieftvllie AM League in 
this city yesterday afternoon Prof. 
Lyman Wright gave a most Interest- 
ing exposition of "The Inlluenco of 
lliuek Mythology Upon tho Art of 
the Renaissance."

It gave him 
a new 


Idea of line and form nnd the puljlt 
that he btillded In the Pisan baptist- 
ery became the connecting link be- 
tween the old world and the promise 
of the new thought. And so It comes 
about that Phaedra re-appeared 
as 


the Holy Virgin and the little Cupid 
as 
tho Christ-Child. Pisano uses 


Christian subjects but departs from 
nls age to prodnce'forms that were an- 
atomically true and virile. So mytho!- 
ogv Is lending Its style and even Its
